Only an Explanation. oe 

The words of the British ambassador 
are looked upon as the explanation of the 
British government of an action to which 
there has been vigorous protest. It is, 
however, Only ah explanation and “a 
partial explanation at that.“ the state 
department announces, and does not in 
degree affect the American attitude save 
that the United States is thus equipped 
with a little more information on which to 
work.

TIMES SEES HOPE

OF IRISH CRISIS 
London Paper Says There WII 
Be No Resignations from 

: the Cabinet. 


LONDON, July 26, 3 a. m—The most 
hopeful feature of the present Irish situa- 


tion, the Times says, is the fact that 
most of the members of the house of com- 


mons do not accept the existing deadlock 
as a permanent barrier to the eventual 
solution of the problem. : 

Nobody who heardthe speeches of Mr. 
Redmond and Sir Edward Carson,” con- 
tinues the Times, “can doubt that an 
enduring settlement will some day be 
built on the foundation laid during the 
last few weeks. The cabinet, having 
failed to devise a scheme whereby Na- 
tionalist Ireland could govern itself, now 
has set to work to recreate a system of 
government for united Ireland. .. , 

“Therewill not be any resignations from 
the cabinet, but the parliamentary posi- 
tion of the cabinet will be sensibly influ- 


enced by the new attitude which the Na- 


tionalists threaten to take. The Nation- 
alists probably will align themselves as 
a permanent opposition, with complete 
freedom to criticise the government.“ 


Revolt Symptoms Appear. 

The first symptom of the expected 
Irish revolt in the house of commons as 
a consequence of the deadlock over the 
Lloyd-George negotiations, broke out last 
night on the report stage of a series 
of votes on supply bills. In the ordi- 
nary course this would have been a 
purely formal proceeding. 

The house was nearly empty and a 
handful of Nationalist members twice 
seized the opportunity to attempt to dis- 
cuss in a general manner the rule in 
Ireland. When they were declared out 


of order by the speaker they twice de- 
manded a division, forcing the govern- 


ment to summon members from the lob- 
bies for a vote.

Kelly Taking $50,000 Fund. 
New York, July 25—Hugene Hughes 
Kelly, as treasurer of the Idish relief 
fund, was en route to Dublin with $50,- 
000, representing the second installment 
of the $75,000 fun darised in this country 
of the $75,000 fund raised in this country 
for the relief of persons in Ireland who 
had suffered through the recent revolt. 
The first installment of the fund was 
taken to Ireland by Gill and Murphy. 
Friends of Kelly said here today that he 
intended to give more than $100,000 out 
of his own funds to the relief work. 
George J. Gillespie, chairman of the 
executive committee of the Irish relief 
fund, when informed of the predicament 
of Kelly and the latter’s party, at once 
communicated with the state department. 
He said he was informed that action 
would be taken immediately. 


Had Letter from Lansing. 

Gillespie said he could not understand 
the action of the British authorities, in 
view of the fact that Kelly and the others 
had, in addition to their passports, a 
personal letter from Secretary of State 
Lansing introducing them to the Amer- 
ican ambassador at London. 

These passports,” Gillespie asserted, 
“were obtained through my efforts, and 
I assure you their mission to Ireland 
was none other than the one stated there- 
in—the relief of the needy. The British 
consul general vised the passports before 
the party called and informed me of their 
acceptability.

DOCTOR VICTIM 
OF DRUG HABIT 


Charles Johnson, Ex-Mayor 
in Minnesota, Dies in 
Hotel Here. 


Dr. Charles Johnson, former mayor of 
Austin, Minn., died yesterday afternoon 
in his room at the Great Northern hotel. 
The fact of his death, when it became 
known, was. enveloped in mystery for a 
time through the refusal of Dr. D. R. 
NacMartin, the house physician, to make 
a report to the police or the coroner's 


| office or to reveal the nature of Dr. John- 


son's illness. 3 

After the detective bureau had yore 
informed of the case in a roundabou 
way, however, it became known that Dr. 
Johnson was a victim of the morphine 
habit, and that, with his physique weak- 
eyed by twenty years’ use of the drug, 
the excessive heat of the day had proved 
fatal. 

The Minnesota man was on his Way to 
a sanitarium for treatment. He arrived 
in Chicago eight days ago, accompanied 
by M. F. Erdman of Austin and F. J. San- 
ders of Lebanon, Tenn., intending to re-. 
main only for one day. The heat, how- 
ever, weakened him to such an extent 
that he could not continue the journey. 

Dr. MacMartin was called on Monday 
afternoon by Erdman and Sanders, ob- 
served the morphine paraphernalia, and 
gave Dr. Johnson a hypodermic injec- 
tion. He was summoned again at 2:30 
in the morning, and a third time in the 
afternoon. The last time he a the 
patient’s condition hopeless. 

Dr. Johnson was moaning: “ Ice! Ice! 
Ice!” He repeated this until he died, 
shortly before 40 clock. 

“This is a matter I cannot discuss,“ 
said Dr. MacMartin, when he was asked 
about the death. It is not a police case 
nor a coroner's case, for I shall sign a 
death certificate, but there is a paint of 
professional ethſes involved that I can- 
not tell you about. If it appears a mys- 
tery, I cannot help it.“ 

For years Dr. Johnson had used from 
thirty to thirty-two grains of morphine 
a day, but with the aid of his friends he 
nad determined to make a last battle 
against the habit. The body was taken 
to Jordan’s undertaking rooms, and will

Shortly after 2 o’clock a bear drive 
was directed’ at the issue on a report 
that the directors had decided to make 
no extra disbursement because of Chair- 
man Gary's absence in the orient.

RAL MEN SEEN | 
READY TO STRIKE. 
IF WORD COMES 


Vote Among Four Brotherhoods 
Ml Be Completed 
Today.

The strike vote among the 300,000 mem- 
bers of the four train service brother- 
hoods on the eight hour day and time and 
one-half for overtime will be completed 
today. Confidential advance reports 
from various sections of the country in- 
dicate the vote will be overwhelmingly 
in favor of giving the leaders the power 
to call a nation-wide strike. 

The engineers, firemen, conductors, 
and trainmen are involved in the de- 
mands. The vote in most sections is said 
to have been as high as 90 per cent in 
favor of giving the officers of the brother- 
hoods the right to refuse arbitration. 


beginning Aug. 5. 


Business Man Explains. 

As outlined by one of the representa- 
tives of the business interest of the coun- 
try that are working for arbitration, 
the counting of the ballots will be fol- 
lowed by another fruitless conference 
with the railroad managers. The men, he 
said, would then decline federal arbitra- 
tion under the Newlands act and the 
railroads would face the alternative of 
a strike or a one-sided arbitration involv- 
ing only the demands made by the men. 

In this event, he said, the men would 
go before the board with nothing to lose 
and everything to gain, just as they did 
in the 1910 and the 1913 arbitrations. 

With the railroads facing a $100,000,000 
increase in case of an adverse finding by 
the board, which would result in higher 
freight rates, the business interests are 
demanding that congress take some ac- 
tion insuring arbitration and a thorough- 
going investigation into all phases of the 
wage question. . 


May Mean 10 Per Cent Increase. 

Ultimately, it is charged, victory by the 
men would result in increases in rates 
amounting to 10 per cent. The attitude 
of the commercial organizations, it was 
explained, is that if these increases are 
warranted it should be proved throygh 
an arbitration award, including an in- 
vestigation into all questions either side 
wishes to submit.

TAKE OFF THE GAG. 

The march of the First brigade, I. N. G., to Leon 
Springs seems to offer the country a timely demon- 
stration of the limitations of amateur soldiering. 

The event took place five weeks after the presi- 
dent’s call, and after the organizations concerned 
had been in camp at Springfield nearly two weeks 
and at San Antonio nearly hree. One of the corre- 
spondents who accompanied the brigade reports that 
the day was not very hot and the sun obscured at 
times by the clouds. The men carried only rifles, 
haversacks, and canteens, the blanket roll and 
heavier equipment going by motors. The road was 
an oiled pike. so 

In spite of this the loss of one regiment, the 
„Dandy First,” is estimated at from 400 to 300, the 
Second at 200, and of the “ Fighting Seventh” at 
100: The total loss to the brigade was thus from 

50 to GOO men, or somewhere between 21 and 17 per 


cent. 
No wonder Gen. Funston, veteran of Cuban and 


Philippine tropic wars, declared that the incident 
was ghastly.“ On the second day, one report de- 
clares, all but twenty of the men who had fallen out 
resumed the march and completed it without further 
serious mishap. Other reports do not bear this out. 

It is not important at this moment, nor in fact 
possible, to apportion blame. It is important for the 
whole country, and for congress especially, with the 
politicians always ready to flatter the guard and the 
unthinking jingo, to observe the ynescapable central 
fact that, after over a month in camps, this brigade. 
of citizen soldiery was not fit for service, even a 
practice march with light equipment, on a good road 
and under conditions far easier than they would be 
in the blinding dust of Mexico. 

What if the First brigade had bee: called upon to 
rush to the defense of Ten Mile hill, and at the end 
of its march had been compelled to dig intrench- 
ments or take them from an enemy? 

The brigade or regimental officers may have been 
in some degree blameworthy. That is for the profes- 
sional soldier to determine. But even if they are 
found to be in some degree at fault, the greater blame. 
lies with the system and with the American. con- 
gress and people for clinging to the system. Under 
the law tae national guard has been a part of our 
first line, though every competent officer in the guard 
itself, to say nothing af professionals, knew that it |. 
could not hold a place, in any first line and would 
require long and drastic. training—physical, mental, 
and moral—to make it ready for service.

- DENGUE. 


COMMION name for demgue in 
New Orleans its breakbone fever. 
It is so called because of the in- 


tense aching in the bones and the 
joints. Another name for it was 
chagres fever. This because so much of 
it came into New Orleans from Central 
American ports in the vicinity of the 
Chagres river. 2 

Dengue is probably due to a blood para- 
site similar in appearance to but smaller 
in size than the malarial parasite. I. 
is supposed to be transmitted by mosdul- 
toes. It spreads rapidly in a ship’s crew 
or military camp. I remember a certain 


Sunday morning on which a ship came 


into port at New Orleans with its crew 
laid low by dengue. 


About three days after exposure the dis- 
ease starts like a malarial attack. There 
is a chill, headache, backache, and high 
fever. Presently it is noticed that the 
aching is worse than in malaria. The 
knee joints begin to swell, as in rheuma- 
tism. Swelling jumps from joint to joint, 
as often happens in acute rheumatism. 
There may be a skin rash a little like 
that of scarlet fever during this stage. 
At the end of three days the patient 
commences to sweat and his fever goes 
down. On the fourth day in four cases 
out of five the throat gets sore, the glands 
of the neck swell, and an eruption ap- 
pears on the chest, arms, face, and hands. 
Fever returns. Three days later the 
fever subsides, the eruption fades, and 
the skin begins to Scale. 

Until a physician has become accus- 
tomed to the disease he is liable to be 
puzzled by it. At the start he is certain 
to call it malaria. Then when the bone 
pains and ewelling of the joints loom 
large he may callit rheumatism. Later, 
when the throat inflames and the second 
eruption comes out he may diagnose it 
as measles or scarlet fever. . 

There is little danger of death from 
dengue. The death rate is not over one 
for each 1,000 cases. However, a person 
who has had the disease is made weak 


and his strength returns but slowly.

The lat- 
ter, who reigned from 1818 to 1830, con- 
tracted a morganatic marriage with 
Catherine Werner, whom shortly before 
his death he created Countess von Lan- 
genstein and by whom he had a daughter.

William, who entered the Prussian 
army and who rose to the rank of gen- 
eral, became a German citizen and in- 
herited all the large estates in Germany 
which had come to his mother from her 
father, Grand Duke Louis of Baden. 

He died some years ago without issue, 
leaving them partly to his brother, Louis, 
and the remainder to his youngest broth- 
er, Frederick, a retired officer of the Ger- 
man army, who is a German citizen and 
who makes his home on a beautiful estate 
that belonged to his mother on the Baden 
shores of Lake Constance. Count Louis 
inherited all his father’s property in 
Sweden and remained a subject of the 
Swedish crown. 

The late Count Louis Douglas has left, 
in addition to his eldest son and heir, sev- 
eral other children, including a daugh- 
ter, who is married to Charles Fouché, 
Duke of Otranto, a captain of the Swedish 
dragoons of the guard and descendant 
and heir of Joseph Fouché, who was cre- 
ated by the first Napoleon Duke of 
Otranto for his services as minister of po- 
lice, : 

Fouché was so execrated in France by 
reason of his police activities that he 
sought refuge in Sweden, where his chil- 
dren grew up as subjects of the Swedish 
crown. 

The title of count, borne by the late 
Louls Douglas, by his brothers, and by 
his sons, was bestowed upon his Scotch 
ancestor in 1654 by King Gustavus 
Adolphus for services rendered during 
the Thirty Years’ war.

For many years the late Count Louis 
and his two brothers in Germany were 
bothered with legal proceedings in the 
German courts which recall in certain 
phases the celebrated Mme.

the nonexistent American, Crawford. 

It seems that some seventy or eighty 
years ago people named Brandt of the 
little German town of Aschersleben went 
to Count Charles Douglas, the son-in-law 
of Grand Duke Louis I. of Baden, and told 
him that they were heirs to a fortune left 
by an ancestor of theirs at Amsterdam, 
The count was burgomaster of the town, 
as the greatest territorial magnate of the 
district, and they begged him to help 
them in getting hold of what was due 
to them from the Dutch authorities. 

They placed a lot of papers in his hands. 
But after going over them he informed 
them that the affair seemed to him to be 
a myth, if not a swindle, and warned them 
not to place any hopes thereon. He at 
the same time returned their papers. 

— 

Nothing more was heard about the mat- 
ter until 1888, when long after Count 
Charles’ death the Brandts started a suit 
against his sons, Counts William, Louis, 
and Frederick Douglas, contending that 
their father had not returned the papers 
and had made use of them himself, with 
the connivance of thé late Prince Bis- 
marck, the Brandt fortune at Amsterdam 
amounting, as they declared, to 8,000,000 
florins. 

As usual, they found a number of cred- 
ulous people to believe their story and 
willing to advance money as a specula- 
tion, in order to defray the heavy cost 
of a suit. ä 

Owing to this, litigation ensued which 
extended over a number of years and was 
carried from one court to another, until 
finally it was proved that Count Charles 


Douglas had returned the papers to the 


Brandts, that neither he nor any mem- 
ber of his family had ever benefited by 
any Brandt money, and finally that the 
alleged Brandt fortune at Amsterdam, 
like that of the Crawfords in the Hum- 
bert case, never existed. 

The Dutch government also showed that 
there were no papers among the records 
of any state or municipal department 
showing that such a thing as a Brandt 
fortune or a Brandt estate ever had ex- 


_isted. °

The Duke of Saragossa, who, according 
to the dispatches, drove the mall train 
from Madrid to Irun on the French fron- 
tier on the occasion of the recent great 
railroad strike in Spain, is a particular 
crony of King Alfonso and an excellent

Just as with green peas, the less the 
hand touches the corn before it is cooked 
the better.

In both the 
United States and Canada the total crop, 
it is believed, will be about 400,000,000 bu 
less than last year, while the requirements 
of Europe will be fully as large as last 
year. Exporters say that so far Europe 
has delayed buying in expectation of 
lower prices, and that now, with the 
northwest damage of serious proportions 
practically confirmed, winter wheat farm- 
ers are showing no haste in selling, while 
mills are willing to pay higher pric€s than 
the exporters.
